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A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on July 24, 2006 has been entered. 

Applicant argues that the separated tissue portions illustrated in figures 62-68 in U.S. 
Patent 6,284,648 are not described with the term "flap" and are therefore not covered by such a 
term. The examiner must respectfully disagree. It is clear that the flaps illustrated in Figures 86- 
88 remain "flaps" even as they are divided into smaller and smaller sections. The separated 
tissue portions formed in Figures 62-68 simply reflect the result of a continued progression to 
smaller and smaller width or arc section flaps further, while the free edges of the flaps are 
illustrated as nominally straight, the reality is that forming an incision on the surface of a globe 
shaped structure, such as the eye, will result in an opening that is an arc on that globe, which the 
person having ordinary skill in the art will readily understand. Thus applicant's arguments are 
not convincing. 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 
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Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 
CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-31 of U.S. Patent No. 6,264,648. Although the 
conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because the 
claims of the patent anticipate the claims of the application. Accordingly, instant application 
claims are not patentably distinct from the patent application claims. Here, the patent application 
claims require elements A, B, C, and D while instant application claims only requires elements 
A, B, and C. Thus it is apparent that the more specific patent application claims encompass the 
instant application claims. Following the rationale in In re Goodman cited in the preceding 
paragraph, where applicant has once been granted a patent containing a claim for the specific or 
narrower invention, applicant may not then obtain a second patent with a claim for the generic or 
broader invention without first submitting an appropriate terminal disclaimer. 

Claims 10-16 and 23-29 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-31 of U.S. Patent No. 6,264,648 in 
view of L'Esperance, Jr. ('372). L'Esperance, Jr. ( c 372) teaches correcting the curative of an eye 
by ablating the external surface thereof. It would have been obvious to the artisan of ordinary 
skill to employ the surface recurvature of L'Esperance, Jr. ( c 372) since this could be used in 
place of the adjustment of the patent claims or to employ the complaint method and 
configuration of the patent claims in the method of L'Esperance, Jr. ('372), since this would 
enable the treatment of myopic astigmatism while removing less tissue, this producing a method 
such as claimed. 
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Applicant's arguments filed July 24, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The arguments are not persuasive for the reasons set forth above. 

All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to the entry of 
the submission under 37 CFR 1.114 and could have been finally rejected on the grounds and art 
of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the application prior to entry under 
37 CFR LI 14. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL even though it is a first action 
after the filing of a request for continued examination and the submission under 37 CFR 1.114.
